THE FITZ JOHN PORTER CASE. 


HASTINGS, Minn., July 28.— A corre- 


ipondeut interviewed the Hon. Ignatius 
Jonnelly, president of the state Farmers' 
Alliance of Minnesota, at his home. Mr. 
Donnelly said: 


"What do I think of the scheme of the 


Tanners' Al iance to corner the wheat 
crop of the United States, so as to put up 
prices? Well, in the first place, I don't 
inderstand that the Farmers' Alliance 
las any such scheme, I think the whole 
thing comes from a few men— worthy 
men, no doubt, and zealous — but I do not 
understand that they have any authority 
to speak for the Farmers' Alliance organi- 
zation, and I am very sure that the state 
Alliance of Minnesota has never had any- 
thing to do with the matter. The fact is. 
the more powerful and numerous the 
membership of the Alliance becomes the 
greater is the temptation for outside in- 
;erests to use it for their own profit, and 
the greater is therefore the necessity 
Jiat those who really represent it should 
16 careful, conservative, and honest men. 1 
'.f half a do^eu men can control the timo i 
when 100,000,0(K) bushels of wheat shall be ' 
sold and the price it is to bring they will j 
wield » power greater than that of all , 
;he bulls and bears in Chicago and New , 


put together — a power almost bound- 


ess with which to enrich themselves and 
ruin others. 


Makes a Suggestion. 


"Do you argue, therefore, that the farm- 
rs ought not to combine to control the 
irice of wheat?" 


'Not at all But I claim that whatever 


is attempted in that direction should only 
M done aftei the fullest and most careful 
deliberation and with the most complete 
organization. I would suggest that at 
the time of holding the People's party's 
uetional com ention, Feb. 22 next, an. or- ! 
ganuation might be effected embracing ' 
ill the Farmers' alliances of the United 
States. Each state Alliance should elect a 
committee ot its wisest and most honor- 
able men, and these in turn might elect a 
national committee. Then the latter com- 
mittee should elect officers. The duty of 
these officers should be to organize a s> s- 
tcm of collecting statistics of all crops 
raised in the current year in the whole 
world, and they should issue monthly bul- 
letins giving in cipher information to their 
members as. to the condition of the crops 
from month to month, with their views as 
to the prices that could be reasonably de- 


acdcd for the same and suggestions as 


to the proper time to sell, so as not to 
overstock the markets. 
The local Alli- 


ances could elect reliable men to make re- 
ports every month to the central commit- 
tee as to the amount of gram, cotton, etc., 
on hand and the condition of the growing 
crops. To save postage a small newspaper 
could be issued monthly in which the in- 
formation collected could be published, 
but in such a way that it would be unin- 
telligible except to the secretaries of local 
Alliances, who would, in secret meetings, 
read it to the members for their informa- 
tion and guidance." 


Weeding Out Frocess. 


"Could you get holiest men to carry out 


such a scheme?" 


"I think we could. There is a gradual 


process of weeding out going on in all the 
Alliances. The men who can see nothing 
in the movement but a chance to fill their 
pockets will be pushed aside. The pro- 
ducers are much in earnest, and there is 
no reason why they should not be jubt as 
shrewd and capable of self-government as 
the non-producers." 


"Would not such an organization, if it 


was successful, put up the price of food 
beyond all reasonable limits and starve 
the cons, imers?" 


That question illustrates the necessity 


there would be for such a national council 
or congress a» I have described of the 
best men of the several states. I have 
heard men talk wildly about putting up 
wheat to IS a bushel. That is nonsense. 
It means $25 a barrel for flour. Such a 
policy would rapidly defeat itself, for it 
would force the production of immense 
quantities of wheat by the semi-serfs of 
Russia and the ryots of India, to whom an 
organization could not extend, and in a 
little while we would find the wheat in- 
terests of the United States permanently 
ruined. 


May Grow Too Contldetit. 


What do von think will be the effect 


of Ihj present effort to induce the farmers 
to hold their wheat J" 


Its immediate effect will be good. The 


farmers are too much disposed to rush 
their wheat into market at once; many of 
them are in debt and have to, and this is 
taken advantage of by the sharpers, and 
they break down the price. Kowagreat 
many of the farmers will let their grain 
stand in the stack and go on with their 
plowing, present supplies will be exhaust- 
ed, the bears will be ruined, and specula- 
tion discouraged for _the future. 
Tha 


danger is that the farmers may grow too 
confident and enthusiastic and hold on 
too long and a break in price come. Then 
they will charge up their losses to the Al- 
liance, and the organization will suffer. 


"Where would you get the fundi to 


carry on such a bureau of statistics as you 
have described?" 
"One-quarter of Icent per bushel on 


every bushel of wheat would give us a 
vast fond, with which we could reach to 
all parts of the world, and when you con- 
vince the farmers that by giving a quarter 
of 1 cent they can make 10, 20 or 50 cents 
per bushel there will be no difficulty in 
raising all the funds you need."

What the Official Kecords of the 
Re- 


bellion Have to Show. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Another phase 


of the controversy oirer General Fitz John 
Porter has just come up. It will be re 
called that General Grant's letter vindicat- 
ing Porter woe the main factor in induc- 
ing congress to restore Porter to his old 
rank. Senator Hoar and many others 
said that if Grant was satisfied of Porter's 
Innocence they did not care to examine 
further. General Grant said in his letter 
that the information he had received satis- 
fied him that there was no battle in pro- 
gress Aug. 29, 1852, which was the day 
when Porter was ordered to advance. The 
entire Grant letter and the subsequent 
action of congress was therefore based on 
the idea that there was no fighting which 
could be called a battle Aug. 29. 


Ten Thousand Killed That Day. 


But the official records of ehe rebellion 


which are now being published by the 
war department are said to put an entire- 
ly new phase upon the Fitz John Porter 
case. These records show that there was 
not only fighting on Aug. 29, but that 
10,000 men were killed. The records are 
exhaustive, coming from officers of every 
rank 
from the highest to the lowest. 


They are said to set aside the mass of 
conflicting unofficial testimony which was 
given when the case was before congress 
and when General Grant wrote his letter, 
and to establish finally that there was i 
fearful battle in progress at the time Fitz 
John Porter was ordered to advance. The 
showing of the rebellion records is good 
only from a historical standpoint, as it 
could not now be used to affect the stand- 
ing of the restored officer.

Hundreds of Rlnes Fucked In Bales of 


Hay. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—Despite the 


vigilance of the authorities after they 
were hoodwinked by the sailing of the 
Kobert and Minnie, large amounts of 
arms and ammunition have been sent 
from here to the Chilian insurgents. It 
was learned Tuesday that in the cargo of 
the Montserrat, which sailed May 15 for 
Iquique, were 534 bales of hay, many of 
which contained from six to ten Reming- 
ton and Winchester rifles. E. T. Anthony, 
who compressed the hay in order to pack 
it in the smallest space, said he noticed 
the bales contained other articles, but lie 
was hired simply to compress it. The 
statement about the secreting of rifles is 
made on the authority of B A. Wendt, a 
stevedore.

stand of arms and 8,000,000 rounds of 
boxed ammunition. 


DEAD IN FIFTEEN MINUTES. 


A Queer Disease Which la Killing Ofl 


Cattle in Lawrence Count}, Ills. 


SUM3.EII, Ills., July 28 —"Will there be a 


baef, milk and butter famine?" are the 
words heard on every side in Lawrence 
county and the surrondiug district. Never 
berore in such a short time has this section 
lo .t so many cattle, and the number is in- 
creased, doubled and redoubled every week 
until it has become necessary that the kill- 
tug and selling of cattle from this district 
be prohibited unless the disease is checked. 
Inspectors have been asked for, and each 
bjet will be inspected before allowing it 
to be retailed by butchers. Last week 100 
cattle died within a range of six miles 
south of this city. 
In fifteen minutes 


after the disease seizes the cattle they are 
de.id. The nature of the disease has never 
betiu thoroughly explained. 


Ksrapcd from the Military Prison. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., July 28.—Four 


convicts in the military prison at Fort 
Loavenworth escaped Monday morning 
by tunnelling under the east wall of the 
prison and crawling out of a small hole. 
Among the four was the base ball pitcher, 
Lucas, who made his third successful at- 
tempt to escape since his incarceration in 
the guardhouse some months ago. Ihe 
tunnel under the prison wall was proba- 
bly made Sunday. A large sewer running 
parallel with the wall offered conceal- 
ment, and with crowbars they dug their 
way through the sewer and under the 
wall and escaped. 


They K«pt Sunday at Hartford. 


HAKTFOBD, Conn., July 28 —Not for a 


dozen years has Hartford appeared as it 
did Sunday. With a few exceptions the 
Sunday law was enforced. Fruit stores 
and cigar stores were closed tight and 
drug stores refrained from selling confec- 
tionery and cigars. The movement for 
the enforcement of the Sunday law began 
ten days ago with a petition signed by 
merchants asking the chief of police to 
close the Italian fruit stores. The order 
was issued and the Italians took a forced 
holiday a week ago Sunday.

nuued to retaliate with the result noted 
above. 


Novel Method of Suicide. 


BERLIN, July 28 —Alexander Masser, 


living In Fischer strasse, this city, com- 
mitted suicide in a novel manner. He sat 
don n on the window sill in the fourth 
story of the house, opened several veins 
with a razor, fired three shots into his 
head and fell to the pavement. He was 
dead when picked up, but it could hardly

A REBEL GETS A PENSION.

W Lucas, who had been granted a pension 
bytheUuitedStatcsgovernmentasaUnion 
veteran, had never been in the Federal 
army, but on the contrary had served 
through the war in the Confederate cav- 
ahy, and worse, had killed a Federal sol- 
lii;r in cold blood, who had hidden in the 
house of a farmer.

The 
men arrested are all prominent in labor 
circles—W. E. Deeney, vice president of 
the~Silver Bow Trade and Labor Assem- 
bly, president of the Butte Workmgmen's 
nuion, and a member of the Miners' urt- 
on, Eugene E. Kelly, secretary of the 
Trade and Labor assembly, and formerly 
secretary of 
tfie 
Miners' union; Phil 


ffickey, past secretary of the Miners' 
union, and a member of that organization. 


The Detecti-vesT Theory. 


The detectives have worked on the 


theory that Penrose had been killed by la- 
jor men,whomhe hadabused in his paper. 
Detective Ryan worked himself around as 
a miner and labor advocate, and secured 
joard vv ith Mrs. Mary Kelly, mother of 
Kelly. Thus he became intimate wirh 
both Kelly and Deeney, who room together 
there. He went around with them about 
town. 
Meanwhile other detectives had 


been working up other clews, imd the re- 
bult is a lot of circumstantial evidence 
which the detectives considered sufficient 
to warrant the arrest. 


The Arrest of the Accused. 


On Saturday morning Sheriff Lloyd 


went over to Helena and obtained requisi- 
tion papers for Phil Hickey, who had 
moved to Boise, Idaho, soon after the 
murder. Hickey was arrested at 11 a, m. 
and at U Deeney and Kelly were arrested 
as they were coming out of the Acquisi- 
tion mine where they work. When to'i 
that they were placed under arrest neitlj r 
said anything or inquired what they were 
arrested for. 


Said to Have Threatened Penrose. 


Deeney and Hickey are said to have 


made threats against Penrose on account 
of articles written in his paper about 
them and Hickey is said to have declared 
that he would get even with Penrose be- 
fore he left the city. Hickey ran for city 
marshal last spring, and was accused in 
Pcnrose's paper of baring sold out for a 
few hundred dollars. The evidence col- 
lected by the detectives is substantially as 
follows: A. T. Allen, of Helena, is re- 
ported to have picked Deeney and Kelly 
out in a crowd as the two men he saw at 
the corner of Montana and Galena streUa 
a few-minutes before the murder was 
committed.

A Bttnana In Bloom. 


At the residence of L. Burrows on West 


North street, is a banana tree in bloom. It 
s hardly a tree, as the plant is only about 
nine feet high. It is two years old and 
was raised by Mr. Burrows from a slip. 
The young bananas are to be seen, about 
two inches long, while the blossom is down 
at the end of the bunch, which hangs over 
from 
the 
top 
of 
the 
plant. 
As 


the bunch grows the blossom stays on the 
end. Only one bunch is raised from a plant, 
and then it dies. Mr. Burrows has a num- 
jer of plants, but only one that shows signs 
of blooming. If frost does not come too 
soon, the bunch now forming will ripen. 
The 
plant 
Is 
in the ground in the 


garden, 
and 
so 
long 
as 
it 


stays there the bunch of bananas will con- 
:inne to mature. An effort to move the 
plant into the house would stop the giowth 
of the fruit. Mr. Burrows raised a plant 
:wo years airo that had a bunch of bananas 
on it. They matured all right. The species 
,s not the kind seen In our stores, but 
the Isthmus 
of 
Panama 
banana, 
a 


finer and more delicate variety that cannot 
be shipped this far. The fruit is a tritie 
smaller. At the foot of the plant, coming 
up out of the ground is a small shoot about 
a foot high. That will in time be another 
banana tree. The plant propagates itself 
ay sending up shoots from the roots. 
The 


main 
stem 
of 
the 
parent plant is 


about three 
inches 
in 
diameter 
at 


the base and is a straight stalk up to » 
height of six feet, where the whole top 
spreads out in long, slender leaves, four or 
five feet long and four inches wide. 


Near the banana plant In the garden area 


number of other rare plants, among them 
several different palms. In the yard, just 
east of the house, are two great, old apple 
trees, whose wide spreading branches and 
gnarled trunks bespeak a most venerable 
age. It is a green old age, too, because the 
foliage is dense, and casts a protecting 
shade all along the east side of the house. 
Those trees have stood there ever since Mr. 
and Mrs. Burrows were married. Just after 
the wedding, when they went to live in 
that place, Mr. Burrows set out the trees, 
and they stand now, old and timeworn, but 
strong and hale.

A TEN YEAR OLD BOY KILLED. 


Playing He Was a BrfcUcman and He Was 


Crushed Between Cars. 


Fifteen or twenty boys, from 8 to 15 years 


old, were playing that they were railroaders 
yesterday in the L, D. & W. yards, just 
east of the coal shaft. A number of box- 
cars were standing-on the side track there, 
some distance from where any of the rail- 
road men wer« working. 


One boy climbed on top of a car s.nd let 


off the brakes. Others got on one end and 
pushed it down the track. Little Louis 
Gaboraski, 10 years old, said he would be 
the brakeman, and went in to couple the 
cars. They came together easily, and 
stopped. Louis did not come out, and his 
companions ran to see what was the matter. 
He was caught fast, with his head between 
the drawbars. He was dead by Ihe time 
the boys got there, so far as can be learned 
from them. 


The accident happened about 2: SO in the 


afternoon. Word was sent to Coroner Ben- 
dure about 4. The messenger told him the 
residence was at 542 North Stone street. 
The coroner went there, and then had to 
hunt about an hoar and a hale before he 
could find the place. It was at 542 North 
Allen street. The parents of the boy are 
Mr. and Mrs. William GaboraLki. The 
father Is a laborer. The coroner con- 
cluded to have the Inquest at 9 o'clock thl; 
morning. 


Not a mark was to be seen on the boy's 


head after he bad been washed and dressed. 
Blood was running from bis ears when 
found. The Bkin was not broken, and so 
far as could be seen, there was no soft 
places on his head, to show whore the bones 
were broken. His head was caught be- 
tween the bumpers, though, and that was 
what caused death. 


A woman who was within 20 or SO feet 


of the place, when the accident happened, 
said there was not a sound heard from the 
boy. 
Evidently he did not know what hurt 


him.

Porpoises Are Valuable Creatures. 


Porpoiso hides when tanned readily 


brins five dollars apiece and make a fine 
quality of leather, which colors nicely and 
is beautifully dressed. Not only shoes ol 
all kinds for town and country use and 
hunting boots, but handbags, satchels, 
trunks, leather blankets, straps, pocket> 
books and indeed all articles commonly 
made of leather are best prepared from the 
porpoise hide. It has been an open secret 
among certain piemakers of New .York 
city for some time that the white meat of a 
porpoise, when properly minced, makes 
mince pies of extraordinary succulent and 
delicious flavor. 


Pie eaters who hava from time to time 


wondered what it was they were eating in 
the mince pie of commerce may now take 
heart of grace and console themselves with 
the thought that perhaps after all it was 
nothing worse than porpoise meat. Two 
cents a pound is said to be the price for 
porpoise flesh among the piemakers. It is 
believed that a great many more porpoises 
are used by the piemakers of New York 
than anybody has an idea of. 


As a matter of fact, porpoise st«akg ma 


be ordered a week or two In advance at 
several down town restaurants, and when 
catemvill well repay the delay. An aver, 
age price for a good fat porpoise, taking 
hide, blubber, meat and head oil, is proba- 
bly $200.—Xew York Recorder. 


The Wonderful Frog. 


The frog has a huge skull, with a very 


email brain cavity and an enormous month 
for the purpose of swallowing fish, small 
ducks or any other prey of size, whole. 
Dim Beard, the artist, tells a story of a pet 
frog he had in an aquarium that attempted 
to get away with a baby alligator newly 
imported from Florida. On coming home 
he found Mr. Frog, who had taken down 
the small saurian head first, jumping 
against the plass Bids of the aquarium, in 
vain efforts to drive down the tail of the 
•victim, which was too long to find room 
inside for its accommodation. The frog, 
like the toad, has Its tongue fastened in 
front and loose behind, so that it can cap- 
ture insects by whipping it over and out- 
wardly. Unlike the toad, however, It has 
teeth in its upper jaw. 


Tho toad is a higher animal than the 


frog, because it gives birth directly to little 
air breathing toads, whereas the frog lays 
eggs that produce fishlike tadpoles, subse- 
quently transformed into the final shape. 
Tho tadpole breathes through gills like a 
fish, has a toil and no legs, and is a vege- 
table feeder. The metamorphosis it under- 
goes is one of the most marvelous things 
in nature. If it were not so common it 
would astonish the world. Think of a 
vegetable eating fish with tail and Kills 
turning into an air breathing land animal, 
developing teeth aud becoming a carnivor- 
ous quadruped. Isn't it amazing when you 
come to consider itP A wonderful beast is 
the frog, truly.—Interview in Washington 
Star. 


Steel Ralln and Magnetism. 


Most well informed readers are doubt- 


less aware that tho globe on which we live 
is a great ball of magnetism, hut compara- 
tively fe\v, however, have an adequate idea 
of the influence this curious property is 
continually exerting on all sides, and that 
many seeming inexplicable phenomena can 
be traced directly to that source. Statis- 
tics go to show that in the matter of steel 
railroad rails as many as thirteen will be- 
come crystallized and break where they go 
to make up a track running east and west 
before one of those on a north and south 
road becomes similarly affected. This is 
entirely due to the magnetism generated 
by friction, and the fact that the polarity 
of tho magnetic current is, in the former 
instance, resisted by the headlong rush of 
trains, whereas in the latter case it Is un- 
disturbed.—St. Louis Republic. 


"Wicked Bibles" In New York. 


Among the curiosities of literature pos- 


sessed by one of the big libraries of the 
city, after a long search, is the edition of 
the Scriptures, published in several small 
volumes, known as the "Wicked Bibles." 
There are two sets of books to which thla 
applies. Oue was published in England in 
1631 and the other in Germany about a cen- 
tury later. Their peculiarity consists of 
the omission of the word "not" in the 
seventh commandment. Both editions are 
perfect in other respects. The history of 
Bible printing shows that the types have 
played many wild freaks with the text, bat 
never anything equal to this. The "Wick- 
ed Bibles" are accordingly .very highly 
prized by collectors.—New York Time*.
